ompanv the endless Wander- 
l Virgil's Trojan in his search

Willi this introduction, Mr. So- 
well launched out into a descrip- 
tion of the several divisions of the 
great Hellenic family, paying par- 
ticular attention, however, to the 
Spartans and Athenians. The for- 
mer were a practical, nnimagina- 

iice, while exactly the op- 
posite was true of the Athenians. 
Spartan education aimed** for phy- 

strength in the individual ami 
self-sufficiency in Hie State There 
was a time when the Spartans as a 
people had degenerated into a weak 
and puny tribe. This was in the 
ninth century B. < - ., when Lyourgue, 
the Father of Sparta, Aral appeared 
upon Hie scene. Lyourgus, seeing 
the depth of degradation iuto which 

ill n try men bad fallen, retired 
to Crete to study the laws and in- 
stitutions there existing. I'pon his 
return to Sparta, he inaugurated a 
system of education, which not 
only brought Sparia back to her 
old time strength, but which made 
her the peer of any of the Hellenic 
group. The scheme of education 
of the Lycurgian Constitution pro 
vided the free citizens of Sparta, 
both male and female, with a 
thorough and complete training in 
phsyical endurance and obedience 
to the Slate. Gymnastics, which 
included swimming, boxing, fenc- 
ing, wrestling, etc.. were i aught in 
order to attain the former, while 
choric, music, dancing and military 
drills, were included in the scheme 
of obedience. The Spartan nation 
comprised three classes the aristo- 
enfranchised, and the 
The reins of government 
were in the hands of the first named 
which was eternally at war 
with no! only external foes, but 
also with the disenfranchised and 

"if. Sparta, was one whole 
military camp, arid all her free 

is were soldiers. Athough 
the people wore compelled to marry, 
the city contained no homes. Wo- 
men were looked upon merely as 
prod m ns, and their ehil 

ken from them at a 



very tender age to be reared by the 
slate. Polyandry was common, and 
when a woman lost all her hus 
bands, she was often compelled to 

enter into relations with slaves la 
order that she might not fail in her 
political duty. Moral virtue under 
this system was at a very low stage. 
To the Spartan, obedience and 
strength were the only virtues, and 
anyone burking these two virtues 
was quickly put to the sword 
Many a thrilling story is told by 
the Greek historian of deeds of 
cruelty practiced by the upper class 
in order to keep the lower clas 
within its prescribed numerical 

Strength. Thus Thucyoides de- 
scribes an incident wherein two 
thousand serfs, or Helots, were put 
to death iu a mysterious manner. 
Spartan education divided the pu- 
pils ol* the State into four claSJ 
childhood, boyhood, youth and 
manhood During these four stages 
the Sia'e had complete control and 
the rigor of the system was such as 
to be almost brutal. Larceny was 
a prescribed course, although not 
taught' openly; literal ure formed a 
very elementary pari, and deeds of 
strength and cunning were applaud- 
ed. If upon attaining manhood a 
Spartan could not sustain grva' 
bodily torture unmoved, endure 
hunger, thirst, heal, cold and 
fatigue, without complaining, or 
tread upon the worst ground bare- 
footed, without seeming lo enjoy it, 
it were indeed better that he had 
never been born Scouigings and 
torture were so frequent that there 
was seldom a moment when Hie 
altar of Artemus Orthia was not 
wet with the blood of human be- 
ings. Thus while Spartan educa- 
tion undoubtedly produced strong 
nid patriotic citizens, it pro 
duoed no men who had 

"Strong minds, gre at hearts, true faith and 
ready hands." 

Duty to the State was the su 
promo thought. It was exemplified 
in the Iioman soldiers who stood 
like sentinels in the rain of lava 
which destroyed the city of Pompeii, 
and iu the heroic struggle of Leoni 
das and his small band at the pass 
of Theimopylc And, though we 
can see naught but warning in the 
cruel and rigorous system above 
outlined, there is much we are Com- 
pelled to admire in the hardy nature 
and brave spirits of Sparta's sons 
They 

"• * asked no clarion's voice to Are, 
Their aouls with an impulse high. 
But Dorian sends and Spartan lyre 
For aoni of Ube 

" So moved they oalmlv to their field, 
Thence never to return,

The foregoing resume does but 
scant justice to the excellence of Mr. 

Sowell's lecture, we fear: At the 
same time what has been piesented 
will in a measure, we hope, show 
what those who absented themselres 
missed. It has always been a 
source of great regret that so little 
interest is taken in lectures ami 
literary exercises by the deaf in 
general. One has but to announce 
a farce comedy, and a full house is 
had; a cup of a cocoa and a piece 
of cake, and there will a brigade, 
even a battalion, knocking for ad- 
mission; au apple and a plate of 
ice-cream, and an army of anxious 
ones come eagerly forward The 
feast of reason goes a begging, the 
BOW of bowl has ready Ink vs 
Plainly there is a oog loose some- 
where. Is il in OUI system of edu- 
cation, our miserable system of 
chapel lectures f It may be after 
all merely the eternal rebound from 
extremes, compulsion let loose and 
laxity reasserting Itself. Let us 

hope, in any case, that some day a 
remedy will be found, and that the 
deal will ere long sec what thev 
really miss by such neglect of op- 
portunities.

At last the. site of Kort Washing- 
ton is to be officially and permanent- 
ly marked by a monument, design- 
ed by Mr. Charles Ii. Lamb, the 
distinguished sculptor, who design- 
ed the Dewey Arch. It is one of 
the most interesting historical spots 
of the American Revolution. Here 
the final battle was fought, anil the 
last stand made by our forces on 
Manhattan Island. 

Washington hastily retreated 
across the Hudson to Fort Pee, and 
narrowly escaped capture. It was 

a tremendous victory for the British. 

Pot seven years -long, distressing 
years — they held Manhattan Island 
and the country around — until the 
surrender of Vorklown and the 
evacuation of New York. 

The programme for November 
loth will begin with a memorial ser- 
vice at eleven o'clock in the morn- 
ing in Hoiyrood Episcopal Church, 
at 181st Street and I'.roadway, led 
by the Rev. 0. M. Murray, rector. 

Pefween half-past twelve and 
two o'clock the clergy and speakers 
of the Afternoon Will be entertain- 
ed at luncheon in Hie Pennet House, 
adjoining the fort. 

At two o'clock the band and color 

escort, marching over part of the 

route taken by the Americans when 
they repossessed the fort, on Evac- 
uation Day, 1783, will arrive at 
the fort, and Jbe American flag 
will be hoisted within by Chris 
topher P. Forbes, whose ancestor 

climbed the greased pole, lore 
down the British flag and hoisted 
the Stars and Stripes on the Paltery 
when the British evacuated New 
York. 

This ceremony will be accompa- 
nied by an artillery salute, and will 
be followed by the literary ex 
erolses in a large tent on the but 
Mite. 

At the conclusion of the dedica 
lion there will be a reunion of de- 
scendants of defenders of the fort, 
During the day realistic evidences 
of the battle may be seen in the 
relics on exhibition in the guild 
room of Hoiyrood church, and 

visitors may identify various not 
able point" in and n.hont the fori 
and battle ground by forty or fifty 
guide boards which will be erected 
for (he occasion. 

Here is the official description of 

the monument: — 

" The memorial, the gift of James 

Gordon Bennett, will be erected on 

the site of the Northeastern bawl ion 
of Fori Washington, on Port Wash 
Ingtou Avenue, about on the line of 
iH::d Street protracted. At this 

point the western sidewalk of fhe 
avenue has been out through the 
living rock, leaving exposed its face 
to the height of about ten feel 

"The memorial, of granite, 
marble and bronze, will be erected 
against the face of the natural rock, 
and will consist of a Wayside seat 
and Step, about eight feet long, 
Hanked by two pilasters reaching lo 
the top of the rock, ten or twelve 
feet high, and Supporting entabla- 
ture.
